M. E. CHURCH GETS NO RELIEF. 


House Discusses the Appeal from a 
Book Publishing Company. 

WaBhington, January 21.—There was a 
parliamentary struggie in the house today 
over the bill for the relief of the book 
publishing company of the Methodist Ep s- 
copal church south, which was before the 
house last Friday. 

By shrewd maneuvering. its opponents 
succeeded in preventing action today. Pre- 
vicus to the consideration of this bill the 
house passed the bill to extend the public 
laws of the United States to the territory 
of Alaska and to grant a general railroad 
right of way through the territory. 

The urgent deficiency bill was sent to 
conference after the silver forces, with 
some outside aid, had succeeded in concur- 
ring in the senate amendment striking from 
the bill the prov‘sion requiring the de- 
postors of bullion at government assay 
offices to pay the cost of transportation 
to the mints. 

The debate soon drifted into a discussion 
of the silver question, as it did on the 
former occasion. Mr. Cannon finally sub- 
mitted a modified proposition providing 
that the depositor of bullion should pay 
the cost of transportation to the ‘‘nearest 
mint.”” It was defeated—9% to 190. 

The senate amendment to strike out 
the whole provision was then agreed to 
without division in the committee of the 
whore. Mr, Cannon gave notice he would 
demand an aye and nay vote in the house. 
The vote in committee was confirmed on 
an aye and nay vote in the house—1ll4 to 
112. The bill was sent back to conference.

Senate Confirms McKinley’s Nomination 
Made Weeks Ago, 


ALLEN MAKES A HARD FIGHT 


Californian Will Soon Take a Lifelong 
Job Through President’s Kindness. 


NEBRASKAN SAYS HE IS NOT QUALIFIED 


Vest, of Missouri, Objects to the Con- 
firmation of General Longstreet 
as Railroad Commissioner. 


Washington, January 21.—The senate de- 
voted its principal at‘ention in executive 
session today to the nomination of Attorney 
General McKenna to be a justice of the 
supreme court of the United States. 

When the doors were closed the Ha- 
walian treaty was laid aside in order to

afford opportunity to consider the Mc- 
Kenna nomination and other nominations. 

An effort was made to secure the con- 
firmation of the nomination of General 
Longstreet, to be commissioner of rail- 
roads, but Senator Vest made objection 
to immediate action, and the nomination 
went over until another day. 

Mr. Vest did not state his objections be- 
yond mentioning the fact that they were 
not personal. 

The nomination of Attorney General Mc- 
Kenna was then taken up in accordance 
with the agreement reached last week to 
dispose of this nomination today. 

Senator Allen immediately took the floor 
in continuation of his attack upon the 
attorney general. He presented a large 
number of documents in support of his 
contention that Mr. McKenna was not 
competent to discharge the duties of the 
high office of justice of the supreme bench. 

Senator Allen had before him the charges 
filed with the committee on judiciary, 
which he read at length. This comprised 
a large number of letters, some resolutions 
and the protest of lawyers and judges of 
the Pacific coast charging that McKenna 
is unfit for the high office of supreme court 
justice on the ground of a want of legal 
attainments. 

The senator commented at length upon 
this latter document, and was interrupted 
by Senator Perkins, of California, who 
read a published defense of Judge Mc- 
Kenna, giving statistics to show that he 
had not, as judge of the California federal 
court, been more frequently reversed by 
superior tribunals than had other judges 
of the same rank. 

There were also other interruptions dur- 
ing the day, but the proceedings were 
devoid of general interest. 

Mr. Allen spoke for about three hours. 
He said he was convinced of Mr. McKen- 
na’s unfitness for the office. He did not 
insist upon a roll call when the vote was 
taken, and the vote was overwhelmingly 
favorable to confirmation.

New York Life Insurance Company 
Gives Up the Fight.

YEARS 


NINE IN COURT 


Woman Demands Amount of Policies 
Her Husband Was Carrying at 
His Death. 


Topeka, Kan., January 21.—The New York 
York Life Insurance Company this after- 
noon settled the Hillmon claim in full for 
$24,000, end Mrs. Hillmon dismissed her case 
against the company. 

The attorneys for the New York Life In- 
surance Company and for Mrs. John W. 
Hillmon have agreed to file papers in the 
United States circuit court this afternoon 
which will settle, so far as the New Ycrk 
Life Company is concerned, the Hillmon 
case, the most famous in insurance litiga- 
tion annals. The company agreed to pay 
the claim of $10,000 in full and accrued in- 
terest, amounting to $24,000, and Mrs. Hill- 
mon dismisses the suit. 

The cases of two other companies, theMu- 
tual Life, of New York, and the Connecticut 
Mutual are pending. The case has been 
tried five times and set for trial again 
February l4th, next. 

It is understood that with the judgment 
of Custer against the Mutual Life, of New 
York, in the supreine court, the New York 
Life thought that further fight would be 
useless, and they have decided to setile 
the claim and receive a Kansas license for 
the new year beginning March Ist. 

John W. Hillmon, who is supposed to 
have been shot through the head at Medi- 
cine Lodge March Ilith, 1879, had life insur- 
ance as follows: New York Life, $10,000; 
Mutvral Life, $10,000, and Connecticut Mu- 
tual, $5,000. 

It is claimed that Hillmon was accident- 
ally shot by his traveling companion, John 
H. Brown. The insurance companies claim- 
ed that a conspiracy was formed consist- 
ing of Levi Baldwin, John W. Hillmon 
and John H. Brown, and that Hillmon’s 
life was insured and that Frederick Adol- 
phus Walters was murdered by Hillmon, 
and his body attempted to be palmed off on 
the companies as Hillmon’s. 

The case has been tried five times .The 
first trial was at Leavenworth in June, 
1882. The jury failed to agree, seven being 
for the plaintiff and five for the defendant. 
The second trial was at Leavenwurth in 
June, 1885. The jury again failed to agree, 
the vote stonding six to six. The third trial 
was at Topeka, resulting in a verdict for 
the plaintiff. The case went to the supreme 
court, where the judgment of the lower 
court was reversed. The next trial was be- 
fore Judge Thomas, of North Dakota, and 
eleven jurymen stood out for Mrs. Hillmon. 
The lone man who hung the jury was M. 
H.:-Young, of Marion, Kas. A fifth trial was 
before Judge Williams, the jury standing 
five to seven in favor of Mrs. Hiilmon.

14, 1898, and will yet be tried unless the 
Mutual Life and Connecticut.

I would 
teach him to be as honest and incorruptible in his exercise of the elective fran- 
chise as in his business dealings with his landlord or his merchant. But I would 
not buy his vote, and thus corrupt the ballot and make him a balance of power 
to say who shall rule over the white people of Georgia. 

In the punishment of crime I would mete out the same even-handed justice to 
white and black alike, neither excusing the one because he is white, nor punish- 
In the administration of the prison laws I 
would keep constantly in vicw two cardinal ideas—first, that it is the duty of the 
State to punish crime, and, secondly, that punishment must be. inflicted with 
humanity and without unnecessary cruelty or severity. 

In expending the public revenue I wculd keep constantly in view the fact 
that the state never has a dollar that is not wrung from the hard earnings of its 
citizens under its taxing law; that every dollar it applies to publit use was coined 
out of the sweat of one of its own citizens, and that to spend a dollar unnecessa- 
rily is to rob its citizens of a dollar. Hence those charged with the imposition 
of taxes and the collection an@ expenditure of the public revenues should be held 
to the most rigid accountability, especially at such a time as this, when the 
cost of the production of cotton, our leading staple, is as much or more than it 
will command in the market, and when honest labor clad in rags begs for work at 
starvation wages in order to be able to buy bread. 

I Know that the governor of the state has but little power in the !mposition 
of taxes, but he has some. He can wicld a wholesome influence in the direction of 
economy, and the constitution and laws make it his duty to advise the legislaiure. 
If this fails to protect the tax payer, he has the veto wisely given him by the peo- 
ple to protect them against hasty and inconsiderate legislation. 

I know that our legislatures have difficult problems to solve and numerous 
plausible demands to meet. I know that appeals have been made to them well 
nigh irresistible for many worthy objects. I do not believe that a dollar has 
been dishonestly applied or applied to an unworthy object. But the fact remains 
that the people of Georgia are today paying higher taxes than have ever been ex- 
acted of them before in the history of the state; and at the same time the poor 
man has to give more of his labor for a dollar with which to pay his taxes than 
he ever had to give before. A spirit of extravagance seems to have grown up, 
not only in our state, but in the county and municipal governments. As the 
prices of property and of labor and of p roducts of labor have gone down year after 
year, our taxes, state, county and municipal, 
year. 

I know it will be difficult and in most cases undesirable to reduce the allow- 
ance now made by law to the various state institutions and objects of appropria- 
tion. Our schools must be maintained, our needy poor old soldiers who breasted the 
storm of battle for the protection of our homes must be provided for and the honor 
and credit of the state must be protected at whatever cost. But we can stop 
leaks and put on the brakes,*and see to it that ‘this annual increase in the tax 
rate stops. 

In 1883 the state levy was % cents on the hundred dollars. In 1897Mt was 521-10 
cents. The county levies are on an average about equal to the stafe rate. Thus 
the people of Georgia paid in 1883 in taxes to the state and counties. when cotton 
brought 10% cents a pound, less than four million dollars, and in 1897, When cotton 
sold at 4% cents, they paid nearly six million dollars. A few more y@ars of an- 
nual increase at this rate @will mean to many peop!e confiscation and ruin. 

In the name of humanity let us put on the brakes. The people who pay the 
taxes” are entitled to as much consideration as those who get the benefits of 
them. 

These are my views. They are honestly entertained and deeply rooted. They 
are the doctrines of true @Gemocracy. Planted on them I will go to an intelligent 
and patriotic people wearing the collar of mo man or set of men. I have made no 
pledge to anybody for anything and I will not. I will sooner go down in defeat. 

If I am nominated and elected I will have no political debts to pay; no friends 
to reward, no enemies to punish; but will be free to give the people of my native 
state a clean, honest, economic business administration, without any effort at os- 
tentation or show. ; 

Thanking you, gentlemen, and through you the democracy of Athens and 
Clarke county, which has ever stood by me with a loyalty second only to that. of 
my own faithful and@ beautiful little city, for the distinguished honor you have 
done me, and for the courteous language in which your invitation is extended, I 
am, faithfully, your fellow citizen, ALLEN D. CANDLER.

SOME SEVERE LANGUAGE USED 


Allen Declares Secretary of Intrior 
Shows Little Manhood. 


THE NEBRASKAN DEFENDS A WOMAN 


Vest Announces That Teller Resolu- 
tion Will Be Disposed of 
Thursday. 


Washington, January 21.—Senator Quey, 
ef Penrsylvania, opened the session of the 
senate this morning. 

But before an exrecut!ve session had ob- 
tained Senator Vest made a satisfactory 
statement relative to a final consideration 
of the Teller resolution. 

Mr. Quay started the work by saying that 
he had noticed in morning newspapers that 


he had yesterday voted for the considera-' 


tion of the Teller resolution because the 
senator from Missouri (Mr. Vest) had ask- 
ed him to do so, This, Mr. Quay said, was 
not irue in any sense, as he had not con- 
ferred with the Missouri senator about 
it. He had voted 2s he had, said he, be- 
cause he thought the present consideration 
of the resolution would benefit the coun- 
try and the republican party. 

The resolution of Mr. Allen, of Nebras- 
ka, asking the secretary of the interior for 
papers concerning the dismissal from the 
pension office of Mrs. M. E. Roberts, was 
laid before the senate. 

Mr. Gallinger moved to refer the resolu- 
tion to the committee on civil service and 
retrenchment. 

Pending the vote on that motion, Mr. Al- 
len said he desired to speak briefly upon 
the matter. Mrs. Roberts, he had learned, 
was a friend of former Secretary Carlisle. 
from Covingtcn, Ky. She for years was 
a member cf the family of James B. Beck, 
once senator from Kentucky, and her ap- 
pointment was made through Senator 
Beck’s influence, 

“I want to say,” said Mr. Allen, “that 
no gelf-respecting gentleman would treat 
a woman as this womun has been treated 
by the secretary of the interior and com- 
missioner of persicns. If this administra- 
tion is willing to injure itself in this way. 
I am whiling. It Is desired to hurry itself 
out of power, I am desirous of hastening 
its exit. But I do hold, Mr. President, that 
it is not an inherent right of the secretary 
of the interior, or the commissioner of pen- 
sions, to be brutal in their treatment of 
clerks, 

“If the commissioner desired the place of 
Mrs. Roberts for: some hanger-on, why did 
he aim a poisoned dart at her? He must 
be a poltroon and coward, indeéd, who will 
make a covert charge against a woman, 
and refuse thea to state the charges.” 

Mr. Allen referred to the position taken 
by Mr. Gallinger very sharply, and was 
sharply challenged by Mr. Gallinger. Said 
the New Hampshire senator: 

“If the senator from Nebraska means 
seriously to impute to me such motives as 
his language indicates, he is using unpar- 
liamentary and unwarrantable. language.” 

Mr. Gallinger said that he had learned 
something about the Roberts case and was 
satisfied that the senate was not the place 
for the discussion of the detafis of this 
case. In the privacy of the committee 
room the statements of Mrs. Roberts, the 
secretary of the ‘tnterior, the commissioner 
of pensions and others could be heard upon 
the case. Then the case could be properly 
discussed and investigated. Such cases as 
this have no place in the senate chamber, 
and it may be possible that it will be the 
part of gallantry to consider this case in 
private, and in the end, Mr. Gallinger 
thought, Mrs.. Roberts would thank him 
for the position he had taken in the matter. 

Mr. Allen contended that there was a 
hint of something vitally wrong in the 
moral character of Mrs. Roberts. He re- 
viewed the case again and ciscussed at 
some length its application to the present 
agitation of the civil service question. 

Assurances was given by Mr. Pritchard, 
of North Carolina, chairman of the com- 
mittee on civil service and retrenchment, 
that the committee would carefully inves- 
tigate the case should it be referred to his 
committee, and Mr. Allen agreed to such 
reference. The resolution was then so 
referred. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, somewhat 
to the surprise of the people in the galleries, 
who were expecting a discussion of the 
Teller resolution, moved that the senate 
go into executive session. 

“Before the motion is. put, Mr. Presi- 
dent,’’ sald Mr. Vest, “I desire to make a 
brief .statement. I gave notice yesterday 
that the resolution reported by the finance 
committee would be further cons:.dered to- 
day, but several senators opposed to the 
resolution have said to me that their per- 
sonal convenience requires that the resolu- 
tion shall not be pressed at this time. They 
have suggested to me that we permit the 
resolution to go over until next Tuesday, 
and that it be taken up at the conclusion 
of the morning business on that day for 
discussion, and that a vote wpon it and 
upon any amendments that may be offer- 
ed thereto be taken at 4 o’clock next 
Wednesday I wish to say that this ar- 
rangement is agreeable to me, and so far 
as I know, to my colleagues on this side 
of the chamber.”’ 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, said he would 
like to make some remarks on the pending 
resolution, and would do so tomorrow if 
the senate were in session. 

Mr. Turple, of Indiana, proposed that !n- 
stead of taking the final vote on Wednes- 
day, it be taken on Thursday before ad- 
journment, and this proposition was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Perkins, of California, announced 
that at the conclusion of morning business 
on Monday he would call up the pension 
appropriation bill. 

Upon Mr. Loédge’s motion, the senate 
then, at 1:05 o'clock p. m.,: went into exec- 
utive session, and at 4:45 o’clock adjourned.

The Testimony, However, Was Not 
Admitted in Courtmartial. 


One of the Most Prominent Citizens 


of Columbus Passes Away. 

Columbus, Ga., January 21.—(Special.)— 
The death of Mr. John Hill, in the full 
strength of manhood, was a great shock 
to the people, and his funeral today was 
largely attended. 

Mr. John Hill was the son of Samuel and 
Parthenia Hill. He was born September 
6th, 1839, in New Salem, IIl., and attended an 


Members of the Courtmartial Grow- 
ing Tired of the Long Drawn Out 
Proceedings. . 


Savannah, Ga., January 21.—(Special.)— 
“Captain Carter was lenient with the con- 
tractors in return for their services in 
boosting him along in Washington,” was 
the substance of a personal letter written 
by Assistant Engineer Cooper to Captain 
Cc. E. Gillette, which the prosecution 
against Captain O. Mf. Carter sought to 
have introduced as evidence before the 
court martial today. 

This is a letter that went in evidence be- 
fore the board of inquiry. Coaper’s reason 
for this statement was the fact that Cap- 
tain Carter had received two government 
appointments in succession; that to London 
as military attache and membership on 
the Nicaragua canal commission. 

The court ruled it out on the ground that 
Cooper’s opinion was rot evidence. In his 
testimony Cooper said he had heard on the 
Street that Captain Carter had been, or 
wanted to be, ‘“‘boosted along.”’ 

The cross-examination on his estimates 
of the cost of mattresses somewhat befud- 
dled Cooper, since he had put different 
prices in his estimates for the construction 
of mattresses, for labor and for other fea- 
tures. He admitted that he had paid no at- 
tention to the specifications, nor to the 
regulations, saying in explanation that he 
followed Captain Carter’s verbal instruc- 
tions in preference to the printed rules, 
and that Captain Carter having shown him 
@ sample ‘“‘mat’’ in 1893, he had followed 
that sample ever since. That ‘‘mat” he did 
not consider badly made. He said he had 
never seen a military fascine until Captain 
Gillette came here, but that was what he 
had in his mind all along, as that fascine 
complying with the specifications, having 
acquired the idea just after 1893. 

Upon the redirect examination by Colo- 
nel Barr, Cooper said again that he had 
followed orders he considered were wrong 
rather than lose his position, but in obey- 
ing orders he did not consider he had done 
anything wrong. 

“That $25,000 item you mentioned for 
loboying was in favor of the contractors, 
was it not?’ Colonel Barr asked. 

The witness replied that it was, and when 
he said he had not taken storms into ac- 
count in making estimates on mattresses 
Coionel Barr suggested that if no such 
amount had been paid for lobbying, storms 
might be substituted for eongress in the 
estimate. 

Major S. W. Stanton, of the engineer 
corps stationed at Oswego, N. Y., asked 
some pointed questions that appeared to be 
in favor of the accused, in part at least. 
He brougiit out that Edward H. Gaynor 
was the responsible representative of the 
contractors on the works, and that while 
Cooper had suggested to him that some 
of the mattresses had not been properly 
built he had not so reported to Captain 
Carter. Major Stanton’s questions seemed 
to indicate that he considered the brush 
fascine mattresses better for sandy coast 
work, but the witness disagreed with him, 
Saying: “The bundles of brush are all 
right, except when the price is taken into 
consideration, but at the same price better 
results are secured with the fascine mat- 
tresses.”’ 

Cooper wanted to take his testtmony to 
his room with him and correct it, but the 
court, of course, refused. Captain Gillette 
has been in constant attendance on the 
court since he finished giving his testt- 
mony. He sits at the side of the judge 
advocate, pencil in hand taking notes and 
now and then offering suggestions. He {is 
not, however, in uniform. The court is 
getting somewhat tired of the length of the 


drawn-out proceedings and may hereafter 
meet at 9 o’clock in the morning. 


TWITTY’S BONDS ARE ESTREATED 


MR. JOHN HILL 


Episcopal college at Jubilee, In the same 
State, Later Mr. Hill graduated at McKen- 
dree college, Lebanon, Ill. His father, a 
merchant and manufacturer, died in 1857, 
and upon Mr. Hill’s return from college, 
he assumed charge of his father’s bus.ness 
interests. He was actively engaged in the 
celebrated Lincoin-Douglas campaign, sup- 
porting Douglas vigorously. He edited a 
newspaper at the time, and was author of 
numerous campaign documents. On the 
platform during the campaign, Mr. Hill 
became widely known throughout that sec- 
tion of the west as a supporter of Douglas. 
He was a delegate to the Charleston con- 
vention in 180, and at the age of twenty- 
Six years served as a member of tne 
Iwenty-tourth general assembly of lili- 
nois. During the civil war Mr. Hill was 
a commissioner from the Illinois state 
government to Illinois regiments. After- 
wards he became manager of the Home 
patectaring Company, of Jacksonville, 


In 1872 Mr. Hill moved to Columbus. He 
married Miss Lula Clara Crawley, of Jack- 
sonviile, Ill Upon first coming to Colum- 
bus Mr. Hill was superintendent of the 
woolen department of the Eagle & Phenix 
mills. Afterwards he was mechanical en- 
Sineer for the company. He erected No, 8 
miil, built the stone dam, and other im- 
portant buildings connected with the plant. 
Mr. Hill*was widely known in the east and 
south as a mill expert. He built the John 
P. King mill, of Augusta; the Lane mill, 
in New Orleans, and the Alabama State 
mills. Mr. Hill was also the inventor of 
automatic sprinklers and many other me- 
chanical and electrical devices, relating 
largely to cotton machinery and fire pro- 
tect'on. For a number of years previous to 
his death, Mr. Hill had itn mind the devel- 
opment of the splendid water power at 
North Highlands. The closing years of 
his life were spent in this work. He onlv 
lived to witness the successfiil formation 
of a company with ample capital to carry 
out the plans which he had so carefully 
formed during the past few years, 

He was elected a member of the board of 
commissioners of commons to succeed the 
late Mr. Bennett H. Crawford, on October 
4th, 1894, and was a member of that board 
at the time of his death. Mr. Hill is sur- 
vived by his wife and four children, Mrs. 
‘John H. Martin, Mr. John Hill, Jr., Mr. 
Perry N. Hill and Mr. Bun Hill. 


TOM BURNEY IS DEAD. 


Well-Known Newspaper Man Passes 
Away at His Home. 

Forsyth, Ga., January  21.—(Spectal.)— 
Thomas J. Burney, one of the pest known 
newspaper men in Georgia, died nere this 
morning at 6 o’clock at the Hooks house. 

Mr. Burney was a native of this county, 
For a number of years he has been en- 
gaged in the newspaper business. He was 
a son of Dr. S. W. Burney, of this county. 

Tne interment will occur tomorrow. Mr.

CUBAN CAPITAL 


Insurgents Are Said to Have Lost Their 
Gevernmental Heme. 


CASTELLANO LEADS. CHARGE

Rebels Were “‘at Home” at Esperauga, 
but Were Badly Routed. 


THEY ATTEMPT TO RETAKE THE PLACE 


Havana Officials Claim a Great Vic- 
tory for the Queen Over 
“pains the Rebels. 


Wavana, January 21.—According to irfor- 
mation from Spanish sources, General Cas- 
tellano, being aware that the insurgent 
government was established at Esperanza, 
Seventeen leagues from Puerto Principe, at 
the extreme west end of the Cubitas ridge, 
proceeded in that direction with 2,200 in- 
fantry, 400 cavalry end two field canon. 
After a three days’ trying march he forced 
a difficult position and overcame the obsti- 
nate resistance of 1,000 insurgents, pur- 
suing them six miles and destroying and 
burning the houses at Esperanza, including 
the insurgent government buildings. 

On the following day General Castel- 
lano engaged the re-united insurgents 2,500 
strong near Esperanza and routed them af- 
ter two hours’ combat. The insurgents left 
fifty-seven dead on the field. The Spanish 
lost five killed and had thirty-one wound- 
efl, among the latter being Liutenant 
Colonel Perez Monto. 

The insurgents, under Leader Montea- 
gudo, attacked the town of Esperanza, 
Santa Clara, but were repulsed, leaving 
nine dead. 

DeLome Receives Telegram. 

Washington, January 21.—The Spanish 
minister has re2zeived a cablegram stating 
that General Castellano has taken posses- 
sicn of the village Esperanza, in the Sierra 
de Cubitas, where the insurgent govern- 
ment had its headquarters. 

During the stubborn resistance made by 
the insurgents their government Officials 
escaped. 

The next day the Spanish defeated a 
body of 2,500 insurgents who were coming 
to the aid of the government. 

General Garcia Said To Be Dead. 
January 21.—Although nothing 
appears to be known on the subject at 
Spanish headquarters, persistent rumers 
were in circulation today to the effect that 
General Calixto Garcia, the famous insur- 
gent leader, was killed in a recent engage- 
ment with the Spanish troops. 

The Spanish steamer Alfonso XII sailed 
for Spain today with fifty-six officers and 
580 wounded and sick soldiers on board. 

It is announced that 750 tons ©: sugar 
cane have been destroyed by fire at the 
colony of Santa Anna, province of Santa 
Clara.

Palma Makes Denial. 

New York, January 21.—Tomaso Estrada 
Palma, head of the Cuban junta in this 
city, when seen regarding the dispat*h yes- 
terday from Havana, stating that General 
Juan Masso Parra had surrendered to the 
Spanish and accepted autonomy, says: 

‘‘Masso Parra is no relative of President 
Masse, of Cuba, as alleged in the Spanish 
official reports. The former Cuban officer 
was courtmartialed some time ago and was 
reduced to the ranks. At the time of his 
surrender he was not in command of any 
forces whatsoever. I am positive that the 
parties mentioned in the Spanish official 
reports were mere pacificos, who, unarmed, 
accompanied Masso Parra inte town, as 
was the case with the Cuervo brothers, 
which is quite parallel.’’ 


IGNORES SOME OF THE CHARGES. 


Prosecution Won’t Arraign Zola on 
All His Allegations. 

Paris, January 21.—The prosecution has 
adroitly chosen only certain passages in 
M. Zola’s letter on which to base the 
trial, the passages accusing the PEsterhazy 
court martial of having dared “in obedience 
to orders received’ to acquit the comte 
with an “‘iniquitous verdict which will sully 
with stspicion the decisions of all future 
courts martial.” 

The indictment wholly ignores M. Zola’s 
accusations against high personages in 
the army, General Mercier, General Billot, 
General Pellieux and others whom he 
specifically @harged with illegality and 
breach of trust. This indicates that no 
light ts to be let on the doings of the gen- 
eral staff.

PASSENGER TRAINS 
MET ON SAME TRACK 


Two Engineers Are Killed Outright and 
Fourteen Men Are Hurt. 


BOTH WERE RUNNING FAST 


Florida Special Had Speed of Fifty 
Miles When Collision Came. 


ONLY TWO PASSENGERS ARE HURT 


Accident Happened Eight Miles from 
Charleston and Caused Long 
Delay. 


Charleston, S, C., January 21.—The Flori- 
da special, over the Atlantic Coast Line 
system, collided with the local passenger 
train between this city and Columbia at 
the eight-mile turn out, at 7.17 o’clock this 
morning. 

The track is a straight one at that point 
for several miles, but owing to a heavy 
fog neither engineer could see the approach 
of the other train until the engines were 
almost together. 

Both conductors allege that they were 
running strictly on their schedule time, and 
it will require a full investigation to place 
the responsibility for the collision. The dead 
are:

When the collision occurred the special 
was running nearly fifty miles an hour, 
while the local was slowing up for the 
siding. 

The railroad officials are at a loss to un- 
derstand, in view of this fact, why the 
latter train was not totally demolished. 
The vestibuled was several times its weight 
and thhad the additional advantage of the 
impetus with which it was moving. Not- 
withstanding these facts, however, the local 
received little more injury than the spe- 
cial. The body of neither the trains was 
much hurt. 

Both engines, their tenders and baggage 
cars were crushed out of all shape. The 
debris was scatt@red for a hundred yards 
around, but the remaining coaches were 
not damaged to an appreciable extent. The 
vestibuled escaped almost entirely without 
injury. A glass broken here and there was 
the only evidence of the terrific shock it 
sustained. 

Only two of the passengers on the Flori- 
da special were hurt at all, and they were 
merely bruised by being thrown against 
the sides of the cars, The only serious in- 
juries received on either train were those 
of the officials and employces of the rail- 
road company. 

A wrecking train was sent out to the 
accident from this city at once. With it 
went several physicians, who rendered ex- 
cellent services to the wounded. 

The wounded and the passengers were 
transferred to a special and brought here. 
The passengers went to the hotels in the 
city and remained until 5 o’clock. By that 
time the Florida special was brought into 
the city, the passengers returned to their 
sections and the trip to the south wag con- 
tinued.

n. crop of 1898 it is highly important 
that they should study well what they 

e doing. 

In another column will be found a 
Metter from Messrs. Latiram, Alexander 
| & Co. in which the subject of a large 
heotton.crop is exhaustively discussed, In 
that letter it is shown that the world 
has about $300,000,000 which it is willing 
‘to spend for cotton. If the crop goes 
‘below a certain normal figure, it graws 
that amount with about the same regu- 
Jarity as a crop manifestly above it is 
‘able to bring. In other words, it would 
seem to be that as the crop exceeds 
7,000,000 or 8,000,000 bales it is at the 
expense of the cotton growers, as the 
price of the staple is sure to fall in 
order to bring the product within the 
$300,000,000 limit. Tthese figures seem 
to be so plain and so convincing as to 
render it superfluous to urge the plant- 
ing of a smaller crop. 

It is not forgotten that in the enlarged 
productive power of our section of the 
country there is a strong desire to en- 
large the yield as the proper field of 
industry; but when it-is so plain that 
that enlarged yield brings no proper re- 
turn, it will be seen that this surplus 
energy had better be expended in some 
other way. ‘That cotton is the great 
money crop of the country when grown 
within the limits suggested, admits of 
no dispute; but when it exceeds that 
limit, it becomes a source of loss to all 
engaged in it. The raising of the food 
crops necessary for the support of our 
population should furnish an abundant 
field in which the surplus energy of our 
people might be exerted. More atten- 
tion to manufactures, to home industries 
and to other methods by which labor 
geeks to recompense would bring a more 
certain return, while at the same time 
{t would insure the higher price for 
‘cotton. 

There can be no doubt but that the 
wholesale cutting down of our acreage 
is necessary. We are running too 
much into a groove, and as long as we 
continue in that line we will be at the 
mercy of those who have the fixing of 
‘prices, and who really do not need the 
ppurplus product which we raise,

to the fact that during seven years in the state legislature and eight years 
in congress he has been an earnest, honest, vigorous and sleepless advo- 
cate of his constituents in Georgia—but all this is an old story to all the peo-

ple of his state. 

It is Candler himself who sounds the keynote of the pending campaign— 
Candler himself who says that the race is not to be made upon any one 
man’s record, and who lifts as the standard under which he is prepared to 


fight the pledge of a reunited and triumphant democracy. Every line of his 


letter of announcement breathes sound democratic doctrine, but it is this 
paragraph which will awake the enthusiasm of those who are to give him 


the majority predicted in the letter of his Clarke county friends: “I in- 
voke the support of all Georgians who believe in the cardinal principles of 
democracy, feeling assured that in common with me, however earnestly they 


may dissent from any of the declarations of the last national platform, they 
believe that, for the people of Georgia, any honest democrat, standing on the 
platform of his party, is preferable fo the ascendancy of republicanism.” 


A reunited democracy! In all the world there could be no more en- 
livening sentiment found to inspire those who are to elect Georgia’s next 


governor. It has been a long time since the dominant party has reg- 
istered a majority of 100,000 votes. It did so year after year up to 1892, 
when the populist party was born and presented a candidate of its own. 
The populist recruits came largely from the democratic party, and when 
the election returns of 1894 gave them 96,819 votes they reached a high- 
water mark in state politics, which for a moment frightened the good old 
party, which polled 121,625 votes The men who left the democratic party 
to vote for the populist candidates did so on principle—but they’ll come 
back. ‘Thousands of honest-hearted democratic taxpayers who have gone 
wrong will see the evil of their way, and reform the moment they read 
\Allen Candler’s letter, and the next pgpulist candidate for governor in 
Georgia will not get enough votes to justify his nomination. 

A reunited democracy! The election returns of the past few years 
show a steady falling off in the democratic vote, and a difference of opinion 
on matters of national finance have led.many strong partisans of form- 
er years to either stay at home on election day or to cast their ballots 
for a republican. The former are far more numerous than the latter. But 
Allen Candler says he invokes the support of all Georgians who believe 
in the cardinal principles of democracy, and in an appeal that will re-echo 
throughout the state, asserts than any sort of a democrat is preferable to 
@ republican in a time when the bDought-and-paid-for McKinley admini- 
stration is forcing the south into a condition of commercial destitution that 
would we well nigh overwhelming but for the fact that the south has 
physical and political assets that even the republican party will never be 
able to wipe out. 


That the clarion cry raised by Colonel Candler will bring all democrats 
back to the democratic fold, nobody in touch with present political condi- 
tions can doubt fora moment. He stands on the Chicago platform, and he 
says so. He is in favor of the free and unlimited coinage of silver, and he 
says so. He even goés so far as to intimate that he doesn’t believe any 
man can be elected governor of Georgia who holds opposing views. But in 
his public announcement he makes it clear that the time has arrived when 
even national issues are to be subordinated to the needs of the state. “La- 
bor clad in rags,” he says, “is begging for work at starvation wages,” and 
mobody acquainted with the present industrial condition of the state can 
find excuse for denying it. ; 

He speaks of the fact that the earning capacity of the citizen and the 
property values of the state are decreasing in the same praportion that 
the tax rate is increasing, and he says: “In the name of humanity and jus- 
tice let us put on the brakes.” He cannot do this himself, if he is elected 
governor, and he says so, But he calls attention to the fact that the gov- 
ernor has it in his power to exercise a wholesome influence over all legisla- 
tion, and with particular significance he points out that the governor has 
a veto which he can use in cases of emergency. He believes the present 
tax rate is higher than it should be, and there are not many citizens of 
Georgia who will disagree with him. He believes that the next gover- 
nor can-do a good deal to lower the tax rate, and it is not likely that many 
citizens will refuse the opportunity to give him a chance to lower it. 


Allen Candier is a man of horse sense. There are no frills or furbe- 
lows about him. He says what he means, and he means what he says. 
Ripe in experience, strong in democracy, faithful in citizenship, brave ‘fn 
battle, he goes before the voters of the state which he has fought for in 
times of war as well as in times of peace, with a message of charity to- 
ward all and malice toward none. The friends who ask him to stand 
as a candidate for governor predict for him a good old-fashioned dem- 
ocratic majority of a hundred thousand votes, and every interest, political, 
industrial and otherwise, sends back the ringing response that he will get 
them.

prompts him to “put on the brakes” before he is elected, and the personal 
courage to do so afterwards. :

that all the mills combine, and 
that this mutual agency, representing 
the combination, shall fix a minimum 
erg below -which no goods shall be

We are of the opinion, however, that 
cotton manufacturing is one of the few 
industries that cannot be controlled by 
“a trust. The mills are too widely dis- 
persed and the manufacture of cotton 
goods is carried on under conditions too 
widely various and different. What is 
true of the New Mngland mills is as- 
suredly not true of the southern mills. 

We do not believe, in the first place, 
that the eastern mills are really beset 
by any serious crisis at this time. Stim- 
ulated by the tariff folly, they have for 
the past ten months been running on 
full time in anticipation of higher prices 
—tariff-made, of course. But prices 
have continued to go down, and they 
have enormous stocks of goods on hand 
for which there is no demand, the peo- 
ple whose necessities make the market, 
having no money with which to buy. 

This lack of money is bad enough in 
the south, but it is worse among the 
laboring classes of New England, One 
woman, who has been working in a mill 
to support a small family, told a corre- 
spondent of The New: ¥ork Journal that 
she had not bought @ ‘new frock in six 
years. In the farming regions there 
are thousands and thotisands of women, 
old and young, who Have not had new 
frocks in three’ years, and who consider 
themselves too shabbily clad to go to 
townor tochurch. It is precisely these 
people who make or unmake the market 
for cotton goods. They are not buying 
now because our “sound” money is so 
much ‘sounder’ than anything they can 
produce that their purses are empty. 

In spite of this lack of a profitable 
market, there is no reason to believe 
that the New England mills are in an? 
stress at this time. Indeed they were 
earning dividends up to the hour of the 
strike, ag there is abundant evidénce to 
show. ‘They have reduced wages in or- 
der to recoup themselves for the fall in 
prices which are ineytiable under the 
gold standard. ‘They have inaugurated 
this reduction in mid-winter so that 
the elements may aid them in their 
plans, but a shut-down by means of a 
strike is not displeasing, as it will, for 
the time being, put an end to production. 

We are glad to note that the public 
sentiment ia the communities where the 
mills are operated is all on the side of 
the striking operatives, as, under the 
circumstances, it should be, The reduc- 
tion at this time, and for the weasons that 
have been advanced, is a piece of folly 
that is sure to react, not only on the 
mills themselves, but on the entire ‘bus- 
iness community of New England. 

The talk about. a cotton mill trust is 
as senseless as the. complaint about 
southern competition. Fhe time will 
come when the southern mills, by rea- 
son of the situation they occupy and 
the advantages they enjoy, will drive 
the New England as well as the Euro- 
pean mills to the wall, but that is in the 
future. ‘The attempt to organize a trust 
will prove the most. futile business ad- 
venture ever undertaken. 

We do not believe any such attempt 
will be made. The whole effort of the 
eastern manufacturers consists in a 
scheme to shift the burdens of the gold 
standard, so far as they are concerned, 
on the shoulders of labor. And if la- 
bor is willing to stand it and to continue

Why? 

In The New York World of Thursday 
morning we find the following, which 
we reproduce bodily for the delectation 
of our readers: 


As readers of The World yesterday must 
have observed with great interest, Govern- 
or Pingree, of Michigan, to!ld the Independ- 
ent Club, of Buffalo, on Tuesday night many 
frank and searching truths about his own 
party. For instance, he said: 

‘“Many birds of ill omen have flocked to 
the republican party during the last few 
years, undesirable tenants that are driving 
out the rightful owners. All the trusts, 
all the monopolies, every agency which is 
bleeding the country, have taken refuge un- 
der the wing of the republican party. King 
Boodle cries, ‘I am the party and there is 
none besides me!’ ’”’ 

Well, is not King Boodle right? 

Is not the entire machinery of the re- 
publican party owned, controlled and di- 
rected by and for King Boodle? Are net 
Hanna and Quay logical and natural repub- 
lican senators, just as the Dingley law and 
Hawalian annexation are perfect § speci- 
mens of logical and natural republican leg- 
islation? And MeKinley, with his one- 
every-three-wecks’ rate of pardon for re- 
spectable bank-wreckers, with his “more 
liberal pensions” when there are now more 
pensioners than survivors, with his de- 
bauchery of the high federal offices by 
such appointments as McKenna’s, with his 
degradation of the lower and broader ranks 
of public life by such infamous characters 
as the New Orleans divekeepers—is not he 
a typical republican president? 

If Governor Pingree really believes in 
government of, for and by the people, it be- 
hooves him to stop his lamentations, gird 
up his loins and flee from the doomed 
Kingdom of Boodle. And let him take 
warning from the fate of Lot’s wife and 
look not backward! ? 

Well, well! Is not that a scathing de- 
nunciation to make of a party and a 
president which The New York World 
supported with all its power and influ- 
ence? ‘The denunciation is so fierce 
and apparently so sincere that we feel 
impelled to ask our metropolitan con- 
temporary what it proposes to do in 
1900. Perhaps it may reply that suf- 
ficient to the day is the evil thereof. 
Nevertheless The World will have to 
make a choice then as it did in 1896, 
and it will find the conditions almost 
precisely the same. 

In 1900, as in 1896, it will-have to 
choose between the republican boodlers 
and a party that stands on the prin- 
ciples of the Chicago platform.

f his corruption fund. The newspa- 
pers themselves aided him in black- 
mailing the business men of the east for 
political purposes. 

During all that time The World was 
opposing the democratic party and doing 
yeoman’s service for McKinley and the 
republicans. It knew _ precisely what 
would’ happen in the event of McKin- 
ley’s éléction. I, knew that a pro- 
tective tariff would have the right of 
way; it knew that all the boodlers who 
had been acting with Hanna would be 
rewarded, and it knew that poor Mr. 
McKinley would be merely a figurehead, 
being absolutely under the control of 
the boodle crowd, trusts and combines 
represented by Hanna. Why, then, 
does The World take alarm at the re- 
sults of its own desires and efforts? 

In 1900 The World will have the same 
choice—the choice’ between the demo- 
cratic party and the republican boodle 
organization. It cannot hope to reform 
the democratic party to suit its views 
on the money question. That is impos- 
sible. The next national convéntion 
will be composed of men who believe 
in the Chicago platform. Delegations, 
which refuse to ratify, or reaffirm, or 
indorse that platform will have neither 
voice nor standing in that convention. 
This fact might as well be understood 
first as last. — 

This being so, why should The World 
revolt so’ early against a party which it 
will undoubtedly support again in 1900? 


Great Britain in the Soudan. 

Up to the present time Great Britain’s 
Soudanese campaign has entailed upon 
her govermental resources the enormous 
expenditure of $10,000,000. In considera- 
tion of the fact that the campaign did 
not properly begin until the spring of 
1896, the magnitude of this expenditure 
is all the more appalling. 

What does Great Britain expect to 
gain from this gigantic enterprise upon 
which she has recently embarked with 
so much evident determination? Is it 
in keeping with her policy of self-ag- 
grandizement to suppose that she is 
wholly disinterested in espousing 
Bgypt’s cause? Ostensibly, Great Brit- 
ain’s object in penetrating into Africa 
at this time is to conquer back the Sou- 
dan. for Egypt; but unless radical 
changes have come over her spirit in 
recent years she is aiming at something 
far more remunerative to her interests 
than the situation at pfesent outward- 
ly discloses. As every one knows, Great 
Britain has been exercising financial 
guardianship over the affairs of Egypt 
for some time, and there are many who 
profess to believe that Egypt will ul- 
timately become a part of the British 
empire. If Great Britain really expects 
in time to absorb Egypt, it is perfectly 
natural that. she should be interested 
in conquering back the Soudan in order 
to include that territory also in her pro- 
cess of absorption. In area the Soudan 
is more than half the size of the United 
States, while &s resources are both 
opulent and varied. Savage tribes of 
Africans possess it; but from present 
indications they are not. as capable of 
withstanding British invasion as when 
they defeated the columns of the famous 
General “Chinese’’ Gordon some twelve 
or fifteen years ago. If Great Britain 
should manage to acquire both Egypt 
and the Soudan she would virtually be 
in control of the entire dark continent. 

The fact that Great Britain intends to 
reimburse herself out of the Egyptian 
treasury for expenditures contracted in 
prosecuting the Soudanese campaign 
does not prove that her interest in the 
matter extends no further than to sim- 
ply indemnify herself against loss. In 
adopting this discreet course her purpose 
is two-fold, first, to disguise her secret 
intentions with respect to carrying out 
her policy of self-aggrandizement; and 
second, to escape financial loss in the 
event of her failure to conquer back the 
Soudan. While the success of her pres- 
ent expedition seems to be assured, she 
has not forgotten the defeat of General 
Gordon under circumstances equally as 
promising of victory at the outset; and 
she is too wise to count upon success 
without first making herself proof 
against the consequences of failure. 
Great Britain is bent upon extending her 
sway over the dark continent; and if 
there is any virtue in present indica- 
tions, she expects ultimately to acquire 
this coveted ascendancy through the ac- 
quisition of Egypt and the Soudan. That 
she may encounter serious opposition at 
the hands of the European powers is to 
be expected, but that she is determined 
to establish her imperial sway over 
Africa is too plainly indicated for dis- 
pute.

Only two changes were made. Council- 
men Burns and Lumpkin won their fight 
for an engine house in the third ward, re- 
ceiving $2,500 for this purpose, $1,500 of 
which came frofn fi. fa.’s just coilected, and 
$1,000 from streets ordinary; 

The first payment of $5,000 for the bond 
sinking fund was set aside from the tax 
expense department, The courthouse 
Was adopted, notwithstanding the 
vigorous efforts of Councilman Thomson 
to defeat it The appropriation of $20,000 
for the Miichell street viaduct, which 
means the crection of the bridge this year, 
was ?#lso passed. 

And the sheet was 
aid of Messrs. Peters and Rice, members 
of the finance committes, who are catch- 
ing barrels of fish down in Florida. Not- 
withstanding Mayor Collier telegravhed 
them to come hcme jinstanter when the 
sheet was first turred down, tiey never 
heeded the chief executive's command, and 
are still shark catchirg, preferring to in- 
dulge in pictorial pursuits while their 
financial brothers were losing flesh daily 
for fear their report would be severely 
purctured before it was passed. A modest 
little telegram from the fishermen re- 
ceived yesterday informed the mayor that 
Messrs. Rice and Peters would be home 
next week. 

Everybody seems to be satisfied with the 
sheet as it now stands except Councilman 
Thomson, one of the erstwhile leaders of 
the mutineers. Messrs. Lumpkin and 
Burns, who were obstructionists, got their 
engine house and are happy. Comptroller 
Goldsmith may now resume his occupation 
of writing checks, and municipal creditors 
can get their money. On the whole, the 
session fyasterday was harmonious, al- 
though there were several volcanic erup- 
tions from both sides. 

For the Sinking Funds. 

The session was opened by the submis- 
s‘on by Mayor Collier of the pian for pro- 
viding the sinking funds for the bond is- 
sues since 1877, and maturing before 1922. 
Council gave the mayor close attention qur- 
ing the explanation of the scheme, and 
Alderman Woodward's ordinance, as men- 
tioned in another column, was unanimously 
passed. 

Mr. Lumpkin wanted to know why the 
bonded interest had increased $8,000 over 
last year. Mr. Woodward referred him to 
Comptroller Goldsmith, who statéd that the 
coupons were not presented last vear. 

f;. Woodward Moves To Adopt. 

Mr. Woodward then moved to adopt the 
apportionment sheet as amended by the 
cgmmittee. Mr. Burns objected on the 
grounds that $1,500 was not enough for an 
engine house in the third ward, and wanted 
$3,000 taken from the bridge apportionment, 
arguing that $17,000 wag sufficient to start 
the viaduct this year.

TO COUNCIL BY MAYOR COLLIER

Explanation of the Saving. 


The first table gives the bonds issued prior to 1877, when the constitution re- 
quiring sinking funds for bond issues was adopted. All of these mature before 
January 1, 1922, when the $500,000 issue on the waterworks, which requires a sink- 
ing fund, matures. 

The second table shows the bonds !ssued since the constitution was adopted, 
and for which sinking funds must be provided. It was this latter class which 
Councilman Thomson designated as having never been provided for according to 
law. 

The bonds in the first table were issued at a high rate of interest, and can 
be refunded at maturity at 4 per cent. As will be seen, some run as high as 8 
per cent. The renewal would result in,a saving of 4 per cent to the city. For 
instance, the $300,000 bonds due in 1899. which have been bearing 7 per cent inter- 
est, can be renewed for 4 per cent, resulting in a saving of exactly $9,000 per 
annum, or $207,000 for the entire length of the bonds on this one item. 

Now as fifteen bond issues of this class fall due before 1922, the total amount 


that can be saved the city by the refunding process will be $800.30. An ordi- 
nance introduced by Alderman Woodward in counci] yesterday afternoon, and 
which was adopted, sets aside $5,000 annually, beginning this year, as a part of 
the sinking fund for _the redemption of the bonds issued after the adoption of the 
constitution in 1817, which must be paid at maturity. 

As shown in the second table, there are five issues of this class of bonds ma- 
turing between 182 and 1922, amounting to $669,500. The total amount saved from 
the refunding plan and the amount set aside annually by council, both of which 
go into the sinking fund, is $915,350, or $245,850 more than is necessary to pay the 
sinking fund bonds which mature before 1922. This surplus can of course be 
ge in paying some of the bonds issued prior to 1877 if the council then sees 

Ss 

Moreover, it is figured that if the first six bond issues in the first table could 

be refunded at 4 per cent this year, the city could save exactly $37,590. Mayor 
Collier will look up the owners of these bonds. which are mostly in the hands 
of insurance companies. He will make a special] trip north in the near future 
for this purpose, and an effort will be made to materialize this plan. 
* The value of the refunding plan as adopted, therefore, can readily be seen. 
The largest amount the city will have to pay to the sinking funds will be oniy 
$5,000 per annum, or a total of $115,000, outside of the refunded savings, making a 
total of $915,350 as stated. Even this annual payment could be decreased or dis- 
pensed with entirely in later years, considering the surplus which would result. 

The first payment of $5,000 was set aside yesterday afternoon, being taken from 
the tax department. All the councilmen expressed themselves as being well 
pleased with the plan, and Mayor Collier deserves great credit for his excellent 
solution of the sinking fund probjem. ; ues

New Belt Roads and , Switching 
Charges To Be Taken Alp, 


CO-OPERATION IS MUCH DESIRED 


One Motive for Building the Belts Is 
Sald To Be To Draw Factories 
to the Roads. | 


MBETING of execufive officers of 
Av roads entering Atlanta is said to 

be booked for next Monday or 
Tuesday. 

No one here knows much about the meet- 
ing or what it is ealled for. It is probable 
though that the proposed belt lines and the 
switching charges and kindred questions 
are to be considered. 

There is great interest in the reports that 


“ga line is to be built to connect the Central 


with the Western and Atlantic and that 
another line is to be built to connect the 
Atlanta and West Point with the Georgia 
railroad. 

This last named line would take all the 
through freight traffic off Whitehall, Pryor 
and Loyd gtreets if the Georgia would con- 
nect with the Seaboard out near Decatur, 
and this could be done for a nominal sum. 

One motive which the Central has in 
building a belt is said to be to provide sites 
for manufacturing enterprises which do 
not want to get too far away from At- 
lanta. It is believed that if the proposed 
lines are constructed to connect the roads, 
many industries would locate just outside 
the city and escape city taxation for a 
long time at least. 7 

It is a matter of gossip that the Central 

may build some repair shops between the 
city and Fort McPherson, but they will 
not be extensive shops if built. The com- 
pany has shops all over the system, and 
if it is well supplied with anything, it is 
shops. 
- In the conference to be held here next 
week, switching charges and other terminal 
matters will be considered. <An effort is on 
foot to get all the roads to co-operate, if 
mot in the actual construction of the belts, 
at least in patronizing them.

NO PRIVATE DEALS ALLOWED. 


Anti-Scalping Bill Is Made Broader 
by Amendments. , 


One of the amendments inserted in the 
anti-scalping bill by ‘the ‘house committee 
provides that any railroad official who sells 
railway tickets to a broker shall be pun- 
ished. It is no secret that offi¢ials of weak 
lines have often sold tickets to brokers to 
resell, This is aimed at in the amendment. 

General ‘passenger agents are prohibitea 
from supplying issues of tickets to any one 
except an authorized agent of a railroad. 

Any company refusing to redeem the un- 
used part of a ticket is _to be Hable for 
$100 damages in excess of the redemption 
money on a ticket. These amendments are 
pertectly acceptable to the friends of the 
bul, most of whom Would like tu see com- 
missions prohibited. Many raiiroads pay 
@ommissions to the ticket agents of con- 
necting lines on tickets soiu over their 
ruads,

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THE MILK WE DRINK 
| AND WHERE WE GET IT. 


By Mrs. Wiiliam King. 


If every one could be induced to stop 
and ponder the question, “the milk we! 
drink and where we get it,"’ there would 
come some wonderful revelations. 

Pure milk is more necessary to the 
health of our families, and especially the 
children, than almost any other article of 
diet in use, and yet I suppose we get less 
Pure milk than almost anything = else. 
There are so many things absolutely nec- 
essary to produce good milk, and among 
the most important is proper food and care 
of the cow and perfect cleanliness. 

We see hundreds of neat looking milk 
wagons going uv and down our streets 
every day. They all profess to deal only 
in pure milk. We also have our inspectors, 
who also profess to tell us such and such 
milk is ajl right. But, alas! neither neat 
looking wagons nor inspectors mean any- 
thing in many instances. Go out to the 
farm and see the stock, poor, ill-fed crea- 
tures, standing in muck and mud, munch- 
ing cornstalks or feeding on cotton seed, 
etc. Go and see where they are watered, 
and in half the places around Atlanta the 
cows dring out of branches into which 
all the sewer pipes empty. Then look into 
the dairy and see the miserable old, bat- 
tered, half-worn milk cans that do serv.ce 
after only being rinsed out with cold wa- 
ter, and you will see why there are so many 
new diseases, deaths among little children, 
etc. lt all comes from drinking impure 


ft a thought and paying for watered milk 
and impure miik, when it would be so easy 
to investigate and see where (the mus 
comes from. 

A little boy who had always lived in the 
city and never tasted any other milk but 
such as described, went on his first visit 
to the country. When a glass of milk was 
given him at hig first supper he seemed to 
enjoy it very much, and turned to his fath- 
er with the quesiion: ‘‘Papa, what kind of 
milk is this’’ “Why, my son,” said the 
father, ‘‘it is cow’s miik.’’ ‘‘Well,”’ said the 
little tellow, “I like it much better than 
I do milkman’'s milk.” It was probably 
the first pure milk the little boy had ever 
tasted. 

But our country friends need not think 
Wwe city people never get pure milk. There 
can ‘be just as good milk in the city as 
country if the right sort of people take 
hold of it, and we have some dairy farms 
near Atlanta that give their customers as 
pure, sweet, clean milk (and all milk) as 
can be found anywhere, and it is a fact 
well known that this has been the secret 
ol their success. You never hear a com- 
Plaint, and if one once sees this pure milk 
it always insures another customer. 

Several days since | was paying a milk 
bill and expressed my great satisfaction 
at the quality of the milk and said: “I 
would like to see your dairy farm,” when 
the gentleman replied it would give him 
great pleasure to take me there that I 
might see the cows, ete. So he kindly of- 
fered to come the next afternoon if the 
weather permitted. and as it was a lovely 
afternoon he cany. The farm is about 
three or four miles out. The ride is beau- 
tiful, taking one around the waterworks 
and giving you a view of the reservoir and 
the city in the distance. Long before we 
reached the farm it could be seen inclosed 
by fences that had been whitewashed and 
ull the trees surrounded by whitewashed 
boxes. This very first view gave you an 
idea of, neatness and purity, 80 one was 
prepared for the perfect condition of not 
only the cows, but stalls and farm. 

Chis farm contains about one hundred 
acres and is beautifully situated. The 
highest point is a knoll upon which one 
of the battles around Atlanta was fought, 
lhe intrenchments are still to be seen, 
but the entire knoll is covered with rye 
ane the tender green formed a lovely car- \ 
pet which was pleasing to the eye. As far 
@s could be seen were pastures, covered 
and green with clover, rye and alfalfa. So 
much for the care of the food for stock, 
The evidence was on every gide that their 
food was the first and main consideration. 
After admiring the outside scenery we 
wended our way to the barns. We first 
Stopped te see. where the stock drank. In 
an inclosure was a very large cireular 
reservoir. The water was just as clear as 
what we drink in the city and came from 
the same place—the Chattahoochee river— 
conveyed by pipes from the main pipe that 
supplies the city with water—from this 
reservoir the water was carried to the 
troughs in the barnyard for the calves, a 
faucet at each trough, making the supply 
clean and pure and plentiful. 
_ We were fortunate in reaching the barns 
just at milking time, and so had a good 
Opportunity of seeing the beautiful stock. 

never saw finer stock, several kinds, but 
Guernseys and Jerseys predominating—all 
in perfect order, as were the stalls and 
floors of the barn. At the head of each 
cow in ‘ther stall was cut in the wall a 
Square hole. I wondered what it meant, 
but soon found out. In a long gallery on 
the other side of the partition were tracks, 
On which a feed car was run; this stopped 
at each stall, and through the window 
the feed was placed in the trough. There 
were five milkers busy with the afternoon 
milking. There were about a hundred cows 
in all; seventy-five in milking order at 
present. They get about 125 gallons a day, 
Or average 100 gallons a day. 

The cows were beautiful: they would 
turn and look at you with those large gen- 
tle eyes, so human, and seem to say: “We 
have the very best of care, and are now re- 
paying it as best we can.”’ And I thought 
So, tov, as the white stream of milk 
poured continuously in the bright tin 
buckets. 

We felt loath to leave the pretty crea- 
tures, but must see the calves: and so we 
reluctantly bade them adieu. If we were 
in love with the cows, we were more so 
With the calves—beautiful little creatures 
that looked like fawns. Our next visit was 
to the sires—magnificent creatures, secure- 
ly chained, and well housed, with coats as 
G.0ssy as satin, but they had none of the 
gentle look we had been admiring, and so 
we did not linger long among them. 

We were then shown the process of cool- 
ing the milk before it is put in cans and 
brought to town. It is passed through 
what is called a cooler. It passes from.a 
large vessel through the cooler, which as 
near as I can describe looks like an old- 
fashioned washboard, only the flutes are 
wider and, of course, is made of metal: 
the milk goes into the inner flutes and 
spreads over a surface large enough to 
make it very thin, and these inner ones 
are surrounded by those containing the 
water, which is brought up by hose pipes. 
The milk is cooled before being put into 
five-gallon cans—this is done to remove all 
animal ‘heat, and I was told that if ft was 
In the least neglected it was easily dis- 
cerned on the opening of the can when it 
arrives at the dairy in the city. 

This very delicate work was all done bv 
a very pretty young lady, who reminded me 
of Maud Muller—with her golden hair, 
bright blue eyes and fair white skin, and 
as I first saw her among the ten Jerseys 
that she milks and has entire charge of, 
it formed a pretty picture with a handsome 
setting. 

The milking over, the milk is (after going 
going through the cooling process) put in 
five-gallon cans and sent to the Atlanta dali- 
ry, where cach can is placed in a separate 
tank of cold water to await the morning’s 
delivery. The wagons start out with this 
milk at 3 o’clock a. m.: when at about the 
same time the milking begins on the farm, 
and by 7 o’clock the tanks await the 
morning’s milking. which remains in the 
cold water until 12 o’clock, when the after- 
noon delivery commences. 

The sinking sun reminded me that Aa very 
delightful afternoon was drawing to a close 
and we must bid adieu to the Jerseys and 
the green pastures and come once more to 
the busy marts of trade—but nothing could 
cause us to forget what we had seen’ and 
learned, and I came back much wiser than 
when I went, and with the one thought up- 
permost, to try and persuade my friends to 
go and see the place where they bought 
their milk. and be sure it was clean and 
pure. I am perfectly satisfied with my ob- 
servations, and will enjoy my glass of milk 
more than ever, and feel grateful for the 
opportunity of seeing a perfect dairy farm.

Herrington v. the State, Before Judge 

Berry. City court of Attanta. 

Lewis, J.—l. The law recognizes no one 
even as an officer de facto who fills an al- 
leged public office that has no existence 
under any constitutional provision, or by 
virtue of any color of legislative enact- 
ment. 

® Neither the constitution nor the /legis- 
lature of this state has ever attempted to 
create the office of county policeman of 
Fulton county. It follows, therefore, that 
an indictment which charges one with the 
offense of extortion, in that he did, by 
color of his office as such county policeman, 
wrongfully extort money from-.another, is 
demurrable on the ground that there fs no 
such public officer under the laws of Geor- 


gia.

tiff’s net demand in the case being for a 
“balance due on contract,’ he could not 
thereafter maintain a second action a 
alleged breaches of the same  conira 
which occurred before the first suit Was in- 
stituted: nor wag it, in the trial of the 
latter action, competent for the plaintiff to 
contradict by parol evidence the allegations 
unequivocally appearing on thg face of his 
pleadings in the first. 

° The rule above announced is not va- 
ried because the damages sought to be 
recovered in the second action were for an 
amount beyond the jurisdiction of a jus- 
tice’s court.

Atlanta ConsoNdated Street Railway Com- 
pany v. Bates. Before Judge Reid. City 
court of Atlanta. 

Lewis. J.—1. The relation of common car- 
rier and passenger exists between a street 
railroad company and a passenger until 
he has reached his destination and has had 
a reasonable opportunity to alight safely 
from the car; and the carrier during this 
period is bound to extraordinary diligence 
on behalf of itself and its agents to pro- 
tect the life and person of the passenger. 

2. This doctrine of extraordinary ilj- 
gence is not only applicable to the agents 
of the carrier on the car on which the 
passenger is traveling, but also to its 
agents having control of another car ap- 
proaching on a parallel track, after the 
latter has discovered that the former car 
»S about to stop for the purpose of discNarg- 
ing passengers who may alight dangerously 
near such parallel track. It was not error 
for the judge in his charge to the jury to 
apply this rule in the present case, 

3. A harmless answer to an illegal ques- 
tion is not ground for a new trial. 

4. For the judge to instruct the jury in 
his charge that he permitted such a ques- 
tion and answer for a ¢ertain purpose, 
without intimating what had or had not 
been testified to or proved upon the sub- 
ject, #8 not reversible error.

WIDOW WANTS DAMAGES 


She Entered Suit Yesterday Against 
Mr. L. DeGive—Her Husband Fell 
Down the Steps at the Grand. 


Mrs. Marie R. B. Wiswall, the widow of 
Herbert Wiswall, yesterday filed suit for 
damages against Mr. L, DeGive for $50,000. 
The suit, which ts one of the largest. that 
has been filed in the clerk’s office of the 
superior court for several terms, is the 
result of tthe tragic death of Mr, Wiswall, 
who fell down a flight of stairs at the 
Grand building. 

Mrs. Wiswall is represented by Attorneys 
Abbott, Cox & Abbott and Dorsey, Brew- 
ster & Howell. The petition alleges that 
Mr. Wiswall, a prominent financier of the 
east, was the guest of the Aragon hotel 
last fall and at 11 o'clock at night left the 
hotel to go to Fetter’s drug store, in the 
Grand building. 

Neur the corner of the building is an 
opening which leads to the landing of a 
steep flight of stairs to the basement. It 
is alleged that Mr. Wiswall attempted to 
enter the drug store, thinking he was at 
the door. He entered the stairway opening 
and fell to the basement, where he remain- 
ed until the next morning. 

When he was found, he was unconscious. 
His skull had been fractured and he was 
bruised and bleeding. He was carried to 
the Grady hospital, where he died in a few 
days. 

‘Mrs. Wiswal]l declares that her husband 
was very healthy, with an expectancy of 
fourteen years. She says he was earning 
Over $3,000 a year, and she sues for the 
amount he would have earned at that rate 
if he had lived.

IMPORTANT MEETING HELD 


State Association Debated All Day at 
the Kimball Yesterday. 


WHOLESALE = POINT 


ROME NOT A 


The Association Shuts Out the Whole- 
sale Houses from That City—To 
Establish Trade Centers. 

A vision of the Southern Wholesale 

Groccrs’ Association, held in the 
Kimball’ house ballroom yesterday, devel- 
oped some lively sensations among the 
wholesale provision dealers and caused 
some confusion and clash in the other- 
wise harmonious body. 

The action of the grocers is of wide 
spread inierest to the entire state. It was 
a secret session and the representatives of 
the press were requested to vacate, 

War was declared between the large and 
small towns of Georgia. Not a common 
little clash, but a battle to the end. The 
grocerymen of the larger towhs decided to 
sit upon the small towns and make them 
quit trying to pose as wholesale grocery 
poin<:s. 

Rome, the city of the seven hills, with 
her 20,000 population, was laughed at as 
Dving too smali to make pretensions to 
wholesale trade, and the grocerymen de- 
termined to shut out the Rome houses and 
prevent Rome from enjoying the benefits 
of low rates, Carrollton was another town 
to be dropped by the association. The Car- 
roliton Grocery Company wanted to be a 
member, and the. grocerymen said that 
Carrollton was not large enough to be a 
wholesale point. The matter was left to a 
committee on membership, but it is cer- 
tain, it is said, that Carrollton will be de- 
nied membership. 

Trade centers are the objects for which 
the association has declared. A few larger 
towns in different parts of the state want 
to control*the entire wholesale trade. The 
erocerymen from the larger cities think 
that there should be only a few trade cen- 
ters, with each to have a well-defined ter- 
ritory. The way in which they expect to 
accomplish this compiete domination by 
the large cities is to compel the railroads 
to grant the big points much smaller rates 
than the small towns. This is already 
done, but the grocerymen want the low 
rates confined to fewer towns. Their idea 
every little town is given an equal rate. 
is that the city trade will be ruined if 

For instance, the Macon merchants are 
fighting the competitive points that have 
recently been established. Last year Cor- 
dele was granted a freight rate as low as 
Macon, and the result was, it is said, that 
Macon was robbed of the south Georgia 
trade, which she has been enjoying. The 
Macon merchants want these competitive 
points abolished. They want the low rates 
withdrawn. It is not known how many 
towns were placed under the ban yesterday, 
but it is known that a lively debate oc- 
curred in the meeting as to who should be 
members of the association, and that a 
large number of wholesale houses were 
shut out because it was alleged that they 
were retail houses: Several! of the ero- 
cerymen said that the only city that could 
live and grow, if the small towns were 
granted low rates, is Atlanta. 

A large vociferous kick was raised 
against the sugar refiners. The refinery 
people have demanded that there be a uni- 
versal price on sugar to every merchant in 
the United States. The grocers complain 
that the rate demanded by the refineries 
fs such that they can make nothing out of 
sugar. The grocers denied last night that 
they agreed upon any scale of price for 
this staple article. They took decided ac- 
tion relative to prices, however. They say 
that. nothing was done that could be con- 
strued as a violation of the anti-trust law, 
but that they did take action to secure 
better prices. The meeting yesterday was 
of great importance. Besides the very sig- 
nificant action taken, the body did consid- 
erable routine business. The membership 
of the association was enlarged by the ad- 
dition of twenty-seven wholesale houses 
from the larger cities of Georgia. It is in- 
timated that the four Rome firms will be 
heard from in reference to the rate ques- 
tion.

' Judge W. H, Hulsey heard the applica- 
tion of Mr. H. C. Beerman for a distribu- 
tion of the estate of the late Charles 
Beerman among the heirs, in the ordi- 
nary’s office yesterday morning. 

Opposition was made to the division and 
the application was denied by the ordi- 
nary, 

He held that the affairs were not yet 
ready for a distribution, as some contracts 
entered into before the death of the loga- 
tor have not expired and his heirs are 
bound to the terms contained in them. 

Mr. L. DeGive, who is the administrator 
of the estate, was present to show cause 
why the estate should not be divided, in 
answer to the application of Mr. H. C. 
Beerman. Mr. DeGive exhibited a notice 
that had been served upon him by Mr. 
Hugh Inman, which stated that the de- 
ceased bad been a member of the firm of 
Joseph Thompson & Co., lessees of the 
Kimball house, and the lease did not. ex- 
pire until 1900. Mr. Inman stated that the 
reason for his objection was that there 
might be a contingent liability of $80,000 on 
the lessees, who would be individually lla- 
ble. 

Mr. DeGive further produced an agree 
ment entered into some time ago by the 


heirs in which they agreed to let the estate

A. Hamilton, the man who is charged with 
attempting to kill his wife on the streét. 
He was captured yesterday morning and 
was seen by a representative of The Con- 
stitution at the county jail yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

The story of Hamilton’s sensational meet- 
ing with his wife Tuesday night opposite 
her home, at the corner of Hunter and 

foore streets, has been told in The Con- 
StNution. Eye-witnesses state that he 
dréw a pistol and pressed it against her 
temple, and was only prevented from tak- 
ing her life by two young men who were 
on the scene, 

Since then, up to yesterday morning, he 
has avoided arrest, although the entire 
police force was on the watch for him. 
Two or three times he was chased, and 
each time he escaped. Day before yester- 
day the capitol was searched, as it was 
thought he was some where in the building 
hiding. 

Yesterday morning Thompson, Mrs. Ham- 
ilton’s brother, began a search in the 
saloons on Decatur street, and about 10 
o’clock he saw Hamilton in I. C. Clark’s 
barroom. He called him out and began a 
conversation with him, casually asking him 
what he meant by acting as he had done. 
Thompson kept talking to Hamilton until 
Patrolmen McEntire and Dobbins came 
along, when they took the man in charge. 

Hamilton ran his hand into his coat 
pocket and pulled out a pistol—the same 
weapon with which it is said he tried to 
kill his wife—and one of the officers grasp- 
ed his hand and took the pistol from him. 

“Oh, I was only taking it out to give it 
to you,” said Hamilton, smiling. 

He was taken to the barracks, and from 
there carried to Justice Bloodworth’s court 
in the afternoon. 

Hamilton retained Mr. Robert J. Jordan, 
and Mrs. Hamilton’s attorney is Mr. W. C. 
Glenn. This makes the case promise a 
very warm legal fight. 

Both sides agreed to postpone the trial 
until Monday afternoon at half-past 2 
o’clock. 

Hamilton is to be arraigned on two war- 
rants, one for an assault to murder and 
the other to keep the peace. It was atated 
that a warrant for carrying a concealed 
weapon will be sworn out this morning. 

The investigation will probably be quite 
sensational, as Hamilton has intimated that 
he will tell ‘‘everything.” 

Two Sides to the Story. 


There are two sides to this story of mar- 
riage infelicity, as there always are, and 
while Hamilton has been painted as de- 
— and ferocious, he has his story to 
tell. 

A few years ago he was a trusted em- 
ployee of Selig Bros., earning a good sal- 
ary. He was sober, reliable and had of- 
fers of promotion. He met Miss Floy 
Thompson when she was a school girl, and 
at the age of sixteen she ran away and 
married him. Then came the shadows over 
his home and in a few months he was a 
drunkard, his happiness gone, his good 
name sullied and his character almost lost. 
Desperation followed the fall and he is in 
a felon’s cell today to answer the é6erious 
charge of attempting the life of the young 
girl whom he claimed as his bride under 
pe Penne romantic circumstances.

THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Captain W. A. Wright has ruled that the 
Fidelity Mutual Life Association of Phila- 
delphia must transact business in Georgia, 
if at all, as an assessment company. 

The association, which is one of the 
strongest of its kind in America, asked to 
be allowed to do business in Georgia as 
an old line company. This was because it 
did not care to stamp, its policies as those 
of an assessment company. President 
Fouse proposed that his company would 
not would not do an assessment business in 
this state and would conduct its business 
strictly on the old line plan. 

The insurance commissioner did not think 
that this would be permissible and he re- 
ferred the question to Attorney Genera] 
Terrell. The latter, after investigating the 
point involved, decided that the associa- 
tion need not be required to stamp its poli- 
cies as on the assessment plan. 

The insurance commissioner still was not 
quite satisfied and he wrote to the insur- 
ance commissioner of Pennsylvania to ask 
about the business the association was au- 
thorized to do in its home state. To this 


letter the commissioner replied: 

“The Fidelity Mutual Life Association of 
Philadelphia is incorporated and authorized 
to transact business as an assessment as- 
sociation solely. The attorney general of 
this state, however, has advised this de- 
partment that the company can legally is- 
sue the various forms of policy contracts 
now being issued by it, so long as it re- 
serves in the policy the right to collect ad- 
ditional premiums or assessments.”’ 

It is optional with the association wheth- 
er it does collect additional assessments, 
but so long as it is chartered as an as- 
sefsment company, it is classed as an as- 
sessment organization. President Fouse 
writes that he fecls that the legis- 
lature was hardly fair to companies like 
his, but he will remain in the state and 
continue to do business, complying with 
the law. Captain Wright says that there 
has never been any complaint against the 
Fidelity in Georgia. It meets its obligations 
promptly and stands at the very top of the 
companies of its class. Mr, C. J. Beck rep- 
resents it here. 


The Chicago Guarantee Fund Life Society 
made an application to be licensed as an 
old line company, just as the Fidelity Mu- 
tual did. It is represented by Mr. A. J. 8. 
Gardiner. 

Tke insurance commissioner held that 
it must stand in the assessment class be- 
cause while it requin § the payment of a 
stipulated premium, and has the 4 per cent 
reserve required of old line companies, it 
reserves the right to assess if the premium 
receipts are not sufficient to pay its death 
losses. This company has a very good rec- 
ord, but it is one of the younger companies. 


The Liverpool, London and Globe of New 
York is preparing to come into Georgia.

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Mr.'H. M. Atkinson Says They Are 
' Misleading. 


FAIL TO TELL ‘FULL FACTS 


Congratulate Themselves on the 
Situation Here. 


Mr. H. M. Atkinson makes the following 
Statement upon being seen in reference to 
the article appearing in Thursday's Con- 
stitution concerning Detroitss municipal 
lighting plant: 

“The figures given are merely the cost 
per lamp for the two items, wages and — 
Plies for a period of six months and only 
cover abeut one-quarter of the total cost 
of making the lights per annum. The 
Georgia Electric Light Company will make 
& contract with the city of Atlanta today 
to furnish the street light at what they 
are costing Detroit, the figures quoted to 
be used as that part of the cost which they 
represent. 

‘The city of Atlanta is getting its lights 
at a very much lower total cost than the 
city of Detroit, taking the figures quoted 
as a basis for comparison, even though De- 
troit is making more than twee as many 
lights as Atlanta uses. 

If, as Mayor Collier says, Detroit is the 
‘model demonstration of the practicability 
and advisablity of municpal ownershp,’ the 
taxpayers of Atlanta may well congratu- 
late themselves, because they are beating 
this ‘model’ anywhere from $15 per light 
per anhum upwards, which means that the 
city of Atlanta is getting’ its street lamps, 
at the very least, for $13,192.50 per annum 
less than the cost of manufacture of the 
same number of lamps by the ‘model’ plant 
of the city of Detroit, and this .is true, 
Detroit, as stated above, is making more 
than double the number of lights that the 
private company in Atlanta makes. 

“The author of the figures would be as- 
tonished if he could see how they have 
been appropriated to a use for which they 
were never intended. They do not purport 
to be an?thing but the actual money paid 
out for the two items, wages and supplies, 
during a period of six months, and there 
is no way to tell from them what the whole 
cost of the lights was to the city of De- 
troit for the period named. 

“The Georgia Electric Light Company 
will be glad at all times to compare results 
with the results obtained in Detroit.”’ 


WERE NOT COUNTY POLICEMEN. 


Unique Decision of the Supreme Court 
Came Yesterday.

eavy Argentine shipments rather took 
the wind out of the bulls’ sails. Corn and 
oats showed a little more aativity, but subd- 
stantially no changes tn prices. Provisions 
closed unchanged to Tic higher. 
. In whéat speculators were treated to @ 
mild sensation at the opening by the action 
of the Liverpool market. The quotations 
from there were up 1%d per cental for 
futures. No. 1 northern apring on the spot 
had been raised 1d per cental, and even 
the London cargo market showed an ad- 
vance of from 3d to 6d per quarter. May 
opened here with a jump to 92%5¢c, with some 
sales at the same time at 92%c. The clos- 
ing price yesterday was $1\%c. July started 
at from 84% to 84%c compared with 8%c 
yesterday afternoon. Outside markets 
were also very strong, especially New York 
and Minneapolis, and this had its effect. 
Th® reason for the strength of the Liver- 
pool market was said to be on aceount of 
the growing scarcity of offerings from Ar- 
gentina. A cablegram from Rosario said. 
however, that the farmers’ deliveries in 
that country were retarded by rain, and 
that plenty would be forthcoming later; 
that the area in wheat had been large, the 
yield heavy and ‘that no reduction in the 
estimated export or surplus was being 
made. But another reason for Liverpool's 
strength was the continuance of the 
drought in India, and notwithstanding the 
cablegram from Rosario, Liverpool reaf- 
firm earlier statements of scarcity of 
Afgentina offerings. There was —, of 
selling both of July and of May, ny 
holders taking advantage of the sharp 
opening advance to realize,” but declines of 
only about %c resulted in each, and when 
the realiz'ng censed prices went up again.

Rogers is charged 
i with counterfeiting gold money and is one 
of the few men who have ever been tried 
on that charge. 

Judge Newman returned from New Or- 
leans yesterday morning and began work 
at once. He will convene court this morn- 
ing and try a number of important cases 
that are on the docket for today. Besides 
the Rogers case, the suit of the Eagle 
and Phenix Manufacturing Company ver- 
sus the Muscogee Manufacturing Com- 
pany. Another case is that of the United 
States versus Merrill et al. 

The Rogers case is by far the most in- 
teresting that has been in the United States 
courts for some time. Dr. Rogers was 
one of the most prominent physicians in 
the state. In the town of Waco, Ga., where 
he lived and practiced, he was regarded 
as a man of splendid character and abil- 
ity and he had a large practice. 

The doctor was arrested last year. The 
warrant was for making counterfeit Unit- 
ed States money. He was brought to At- 
Janta, tried and convicted. His attorney, 
Mr. Frank Arnold, who had made a hard 
fight all along, redoubled his ‘efforts in 
the physician’s behalf. He made a motion 
for a new trial, which motion will be heard 
this morning. 

The hearing will necessitate a review of 
the case. Rogers was accused of counter~ 
feiting gold coin. This is a very rare coun- 
terfeit and was one of the first cases in 
Georgia. Plenty of silver is counterfeited 
nd considerable quantities of paper, but 
counterfeiters rarely attempt to make goid 
coin. 

It fs sald by the government officials 
tbat the counterfeits whch they allege 
were made by Rogers are the finest speci- 
mens of gold money ever seen not to be 
genuine. The bogus coin was made of 
silver and then coated with gold. The 
sizes were invariably $10 gold pieces and 
about one dollar’s worth of mater.al was 
used in every coin.

Defendant Says Her Goods Were Lev- 
ied On Illegally by Bradley. 
Laura Jordan has threatened to file a 
Gamage suit for several hundred dollars 
against Bailiffs W. A. Bradley.and J. J. 
Miller, of Judge Foute’s court. She says 

she is going to push her case. 

Nearly two months ago Laura Jordan 
was carried to the county pesthouse with 
a case of smallpox. She remained there 
thirty-seven days, she told her attorney, 
Morris Macks. During that time her rent 
for the house she had been living in ac- 
cumulated and she was unable to pay it. 

The owner of the house, Emily Johnson, 
went to Judge Foute and had a distress 
werrant taken out for the rent. Mrs, 
Johnson told Mr. Macks that this was on 
the 8th and the goods in the house were 
levied upon on the 10th. The law is that 
before the goods can be placed on sale they 
must be advertised for ten days. Laura 
Jordan says that the goods were sold on 
the lith of this month, which made only 
seven days possible for the advertising. 
Bailiff Bradley has placed on the bulle- 
tin in Justice Landrum’s court the adver- 
tisement, stating that the goods were levied 
upon on the 6th, giving eleven days before 
the day of the sale. Laura Jordan says 
that the advertisement is wrongly dated 
and that her household goods were sold be- 
fore the legal day of sale, and that if she 
had been given proper time she could have 
paid the rent before the sale day arrived.
